and made a quick relay to Short­ 
stop Pesky. 
Slaughter Scores Winner 
Making the full sweep at third 
while Coach Mike Gen sales flapped 
the cornein sign like an excited 
mother hen, Slaughter lit out for 
the plate. 
Pesky, apparently not expecting 
that sort of daring base running, 
had dropped his arm half way 
watching W alker run toward sec 
end. before he realised Slaughter 
wee hot-footing home with the tie- 
breaking run. His peg to Roy P ar­

topped off his magnificent heads-up 
running with a fine slide that scor­ 
ed a run worth $3,757.04 to each 
Cardinal share holder.
